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Americanization and School Citizenship

HERE sunny southern Colorado one the 
chief problems our public schools the 
this particular town, many similar ones, our 
strangers are two kinds—foreigners, and the shift- 
ing, drifting American-born people who come for 
the campaign” the “beet campaign.”’ 

Our foreigners are chiefly Mexicans, with 
smaller percentage Japanese. course they pre- 
sent different problems. 

The Mexicans for the most part live tents, 
small adobe settlements, and migrate from place 
place according the weather and the available 
work. Theirs squalid, hand-to-mouth existence, 
with seemingly little desire for anything better 
higher, sense responsibility, idea citi- 
zenship. 

The Japanese, the other hand, are respectable 
(and respectful) tillers the soil, living small 
outlying farms which they rent from the native land 
owners, connected with some one the small 
businesses the section one way another. 
They are steady and prosperous, law-abiding, and 
alert. The children may, and do, come with 
little knowledge English, but they learn 
quickly, and quietly, and hold their own every 
class. Unlike the Mexicans, they readily fall line 
with American manners and customs; they are good 
and favorites the playground. 

Between these two, point difficulty 
school problem, large percentage 
American-born, and without the handicap 
Mexicans and Japanese, but they seem never stay 
long enough any one place They 
drift here from Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, New Mexico, and various other 
states, just they had drifted the above-named 


among the pupils and their parents, but among the 


places, and soon they will the same manner 
drift elsewhere. 

One mother, who enrolled five children, gave the 
name one state the birthplace her husband, 
another her own, and different one for each 
her children. was not surprised that she had 
ponder good deal before she could say just what 
state some her children were born. The children 
were our school less than three weeks when they 
again took the trail and moved on. 

Even when such families remain this section 
for several months, perhaps through one the 
they frequently move from one dis- 
trict another, and the children must trans- 
ferred from one school another. 

Unless one has taught such community 
hard grasp just what this means the school. 
Restlessness, instability, the air. There 
feeling today, gone not only 


teachers well, who are ready meet criticism 
suggestion with can one do? matter 
how well may this that, the very ones 
want reach will not stay long enough profit 
When came here last fall principal, stranger 
not only this community but the whole great 
West with its splendid opportunities and varied 
problems, soon began sense all this, and focused 
attention how deal with it. good 
fortune connected with excellent school 
system, strong superintendent, progressive corps 
teachers, but the building which was made 
principal one which the conditions cited above 
are particularly acute. are near the Mexican 


camp and are near the factory the American 
Beet Sugar Company. 
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further complicate problem this particu- 
lar school had had five principals for the five years 
its life, and frequent changes its teaching body 
even during the session. One grade had had six 
different teachers last session. 

Naturally organization, routinized discipline 
its various phases, had suffered. ‘Tardiness, ab- 
sence, truancy, were frequent, and various other less 
tangible evils had grown out these various condi- 
tions. 

But the thing that gave the most concern 
was the general attitude, the How 
could reach this conglomeration little beings? 
How could unite them common effort, com- 
mon joy, common pride? could open their 
hearts responsiveness? felt that until some 
measure least each these was achieved 
could not hope lead them into that sense 
prideful responsibility through which much may 
accomplished. That seemed the first prob- 
lem for attack, but how? 

And there before me, answer out- 
reaching, tall and straight, stood—a flag pole! 

Immediately put plans foot. course 
was met with the impossibility successfully using 
them with these foreigners and transients, but was 
determined try, and some the teachers soon 
caught enthusiasm. 

The flag salute was taught each room, was 
also the pledge allegiance, and practice was given 
the singing America. After few days in- 
tensive work these felt that the grades were 
reasonably well prepared. Positions around the flag 
pole had been carefully arranged with the teachers. 
fifth grade boy and first grade girl had been 
trained the actual raising the flag. 

Then came the day our first raising. 
had taken care make this real occasion, and 
our fifth grade boy and first grade girl stepped 
from their places, and prepared the flag for its ascent, 
some the tolerant indifference disappeared. There 
was the hush expectation. Then, slowly, majes- 
tically, the Star Spangled Banner rose the full 
height the flag pole; proudly, grandly, spread 
its folds its full size the light breeze, its colors 
soft yet bright the clear, tender morning light, and 
the thrill that passed through own being must 
also have been felt the children. Then— 

Every hand was raised military salute, and 
this position was held gave the pledge alle- 
giance. America was then sung—every stanza. 
During the singing the first part the last stanza 


every head was bowed, every voice softened, making 
reverent prayer, but when the last lines were 
sung heads were up, voices full—and, oh, the joy 
heart saw the response their hearts shin- 
ing through their eyes! 

Morning after morning have repeated this. 
have auditorium, but nature kind here, and 
God’s great out doors furnishes splendid gather- 
ing place, that thus far there have been few 
mornings that could not have our “‘flag 
Soon, astonishingly soon, the desire giggle, 
punch, even whisper, passed away, and glad 
reverence prevailed. The teachers soon caught the 
inspiration, and the children have grown love 
those few minutes each morning. 

neighbors were attracted, that there 
hardly morning but little group will gather 
watch us. Parents who bring their children from 
distance frequently linger. Cameras are some- 
times brought, and many snapshot taken. 

For Columbus Day planned program 


given around the flag pole our usual opening ex- 


ercise time, just simple program, each grade fur- 
nishing one number. invited the parents, and 
think what meant when about fifty came— 
not such large number, you may think, but remem- 
ber was 8.50 a.m. Among them were Japanese 
man and his wife with their infant carriage; 
another Japanese woman; several Mexican women, 
and two Mexican men. might add way 
parenthesis that have not since that time had 
meeting our Parent-Teacher Association without 
goodly representation Mexicans and Japanese. 

But the real good accomplished not easily 
put into words. has carried over into the spirit 
things—in many ways order prevails where 
before was disorder; the marching this school 
said the physical director, and others, the 
best the system, though the other schools have 
had for years, this one just this year; there 
different atmosphere the school grounds, and such 
difference the building. and absence 
are minimum. Indeed, not believe there 
phase our school work and school life that has 
not felt the uplift this inspiration, and the pupils 
feel such joy and pride their accomplishment. 

course all this was not accomplished without 
effort along various lines, but that simple flag exer- 
cise was the leaven that lightened the whole mass— 
that the lever which the children were first turned 
the right direction. 


Now emphasizing school citizenship; 
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basing school government largely civil govern- 
ment. have this point contact, and children 
are being led comparisons and applications. 
The same idea has been carried into the class-room 
work and emphasized many ways. Practical civ- 
ics, history from social standpoint, are being em- 
phasized. Special days are being turned good 
account, and course many valuable lessons were 
drawn from the recent election. 

could tell many other ways means which 
getting into closer understanding with our 
little foreigners. The ‘‘non all too often 
barrier still, but there for freindly 
smile, nor the ministering their bodily needs 
when occasion permits. Even the firm holding them 
requirements when must, has its part. 
Slowly but surely fear, suspicion, indifference, are 
disappearing; very perceptibly in- 
creasingly important place, and increasingly place 
respect and love. Not the least acceptible evi- 
dence this the growing tendency cleanliness 
person and clothing, and even with 
our American-born 

Our Parent-Teacher Association coming splen- 
didly our aid all this with plans furnish 
hot lunches children who must lunch school, 
provide possible community nurse work 
conjunction with our school nurse and health cen- 
ter, and into the homes and with the foreigners 
teach American foods, American cooking, and with 
all cheer and uplift. 

stood this morning looking over our little group. 
Three hundred fifty little bodies held proudly erect, 
their eyes lovingly and loyally following Old Glory 
floated its place; three hundred fifty hands 
briskly raised salute; three hundred fifty voices 
saying, reverently and earnestly, pledge allegiance 
the flag, and the Republic for which stands— 
one Nation, indivisible, with liberty and justice for 
three hundred fifty beings gladly, triumphantly 
uplifted cheers for the Red, White, and 


and heart swelled with deeper loyalty 
than ever before, and bigger and broader vision 
was mine, for aside from all questions what this 
has done for this school and how has helped 
its principal, the conviction came upon that 
never the lives those children will there any- 
thing quite like this; through all their years, what- 
ever those years may bring, this will stand out, and 
will remembered with glow loving loyalty; 
this, entering into their fresh, impressionable natures 
has done, will always link bind them 
the land the free and the home the brave. 

Then came never before—we may 
ruled fear and sense duty, but grow 
spiritually through the emotions. 

had inaugurated these simple exercises with 
view bringing the children together, giving them 
interest. had seized upon this particu- 
lar thing partly from sense patriotism but more 
school discipline, the thing available starting 
point for the changes wished bring about. 

has accomplished this, but our flag exercise 
has not stopped with that. has become our point 
contact with these children and the homes they 
represent. has opened the door opportunity 
for whatever efforts along these and other lines 
may see fit undertake, for splendid work has 
already been begun with both Americans and 
eigners the teaching citizenship, real Ameri- 
canization. 

And, come think it, just our country 
must look the public schools for the making its 
citizens, there any better force influence that 
our public schools can use for its needs the mak- 
ing these same citizens than Americanism—not 
just patriotism the abstract, but real and burn- 
ing love for America, for Our Flag, and that for 
which stands? there anything fine high

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Childhood Problems

problems childhood and adolescence are 

numerous and varied the fishes the 
sea and the birds the air. the lover chil- 
dren there nothing more fascinating than the 
study what prompts the actions and mental reac- 
tions our boys and girls. Much that puzzles and 
provokes the inexperienced parent teacher when 
Johnny just will not act should, especially 
after you have been such great pains point 
out him the error his ways, becomes plain 
the light broader experience. many this light 
beams forth only much later, perhaps long after 
Johnny has outgrown the need your care. 
looking back through the vista events you dis- 
cover again this that instance rebellion, will- 
fulness, temper that upset you, but now each 
incident has somehow found its true setting. Now 
the light calm reflection and broader sympathy 
Johnny’s acts have assumed new meaning. 
the end you will probably concede yourself that 
after all Johnny would possibly not have acted 
did had you known how handle him then 
you would know how handle him now. 

Thus usually develops that the parent’s 
teacher’s fault she fails successfully control 
her child; seldom the child’s fault. course, 
the child trained, but these failures, espe- 
cially discipline, are due errors your own 
judgment and your inability see the child’s 
point view.

understand even ordinary child 
simple task. You must study him from many 
angles. You must study his physical condition; 
you must realize that develops certain instincts 
certain times which will either expand die 
away according the treatment receives; that 
lives personal emotional life that you may 
ignore but cannot suppress, and which will mold 
his character; that mentally has certain rate 
development which now slower and now faster, 
depending upon combination factors; that 
not average child, for there such thing 
child, but that represents imper- 


fectly, but the main, some one type out many 


and widely different types physical and mental 
human development. may scholastically 
intellectual, industrially intellectual, artistic, me- 
chanical; may phlegmatic, excitable, unstable, 
irresponsible; may natural leader one 
who always needs direction; may unusually 
bright and quick, slow and backward. 
fore, know your child and him justice you 
must broaden your own knowledge and sympathy 
childhood’s realm. 


Parental Inexperience 


While parenthood condition experienced 
the majority mankind, ifs importance varies 
greatly the eyes the individual. some 
merely incident; others life task. The 
degree its consecration depends mainly upon the 


character, the mental grasp, and the economic 


struggle each individual. Common that fate 
is, parent, rightfully considered, real 
privilege, great responsibility, sacred trust. 
can and often the source deep happiness 
for which there substitute; has the power 
stir acts love and sacrifice that other 
emotion can kindle within us. the main, all 
parents may said love their children. Too 
often nearsighted, unenlightened love. For 
other grave responsibility most prepare 
ourselves less nor are the numbers failures propor- 
tionately great any other vocation than just 
that being TRUE parent. 

craftsman dreams becoming competent 
his trade without severe apprenticeship; 
merchant looks for success except the basis 
careful planning and least working knowledge 
the principles underlying supply and demand; 
professional man dares tamper with his client’s 
interests his health until has first carefully 
mastered his specialty through years intensive 
training; minister would seek give spiritual 
counsel his flock until through much self-disci- 


pline has attuned his own soul the heart-cry 
the sinner. 


Vicarious Parental Preparation 
But true parenthood, which highest

ideals all community activities and many more 
besides, obtrudes itself upon many without 
preparation and then allowed run course 
charted safer guides than circumstance, well- 
meaning ignorance, and indifference. 

through happy circumstance, child brought 
into the world physically and mentally sound. 
every child’s RIGHT well-born. Sadly 
enough, there are very large numbers who are not 
well-born. How many give serious thought 
molding our own lives that for the sake chil- 
dren yet unborn must not only avoid the pit- 
falls ignorance and self-indulgence, but must 
our conscious effort deliberately plan hand 
down our children clean bill physical, mental, 
and moral health? This can only done 
are ourselves enlightened, especially about moral 
questions. must face the possibility parent- 
hood well advance, armed with self-knowledge 
and keen realization the broad physiological 
factors the growth and development the new 
life This implies not vicarious, but definite 
search for knowledge least the elementary 
duties which parenthood will thrust upon us. 

Suitable preparation for parenthood far more 
important and might well more carefully taught 
college course. not deceive yourselves into the 
belief that experience, especially with your own 
children, will the best teacher. Many are the 
parents who through bitter experience realize too 
late that they have failed with their firstborn. And 
these children have just complaint against their 
parents, for they have been cheated out many 
things they had right expect. Fortunately 
for posterity, the young human animal can recover 
from much abuse his rights through the short- 
sightedness, the selfishness, the ignorance, the many 
sins omission and commission its parents. 
But while this well for humanity, cold com- 
fort for the conscientious man woman who realizes 
his her failure. 

Therefore behooves prospective parents and 
those who are already parents take stock their 
knowledge children and improve themselves 
constantly observation, study, and contact with 
local agencies dealing with educational, civic, and 
social questions. 

There are several distinct phases child-life 
which every parent should devote time and 
attention. 


Physical Supervision 


Study well the physical growth and develop- 
ment children from their earliest years. Keep 
simple records which may even times shown 


‘to. the family physician for his better guidance. 


Prevent serious illness consistently observing and 
correcting all trifling irregularities digestion, circu- 
lation, nervousness, appetite, sleep, breathing, teeth, 
etc. See that your child has regular life, regu- 
lar hours for rising and going bed, regular meals, 
definite times the day for ridding the system 
waste, daily tepid cold baths, sponges spinal 
douches. sure that the child has not only suffi- 
cient but restful sleep well-aired room and 
without too many covers. not overdress him 
during the cold months with flannels and woolens. 
Harden him rather reasonable resistance tem- 
perature fluctuations. This will prevent colds, which 
lead the more serious illnesses, such pneumonia, 
influenza, tuberculosis, and other dread diseases. 
But not the other extreme underdressing 
him. Scotch socks for children are neither becoming 
nor sensible winter weather. Insufficient pro- 
tection may lead colds the bladder, reduced 
vitality, poor circulation. This lays the child 
open the other diseases just easily over- 
dressing does. Study the question sensible dress- 
ing from the hygienic well the artistic stand- 
point. 

When all suspicious, make simple home tests 
child’s eyesight, hearing, taste, muscular con- 
trol, and other important functions. you are not 
satisfied with the response, call upon the physician. 
Many child has gone for years handicapped his 
school work and his general response because 
one observed that had imperfect vision, was 
hard hearing, lacking motor co-ordination and 
control, was some other way disadvantage. 
Yet few simple tests observant person 
would have saved the child much physical and 
mental suffering. 

Common and easily remediable physical abnor- 
malities are the cause many disciplinary difficulties 
you encounter your child. Adenoids, especially 
where chronic, apparently make your boy stupid. 
Constipation leads laziness and temper. Poor 
eyesight causes headaches and nervous irritability. 
Hardness hearing responsible many child 
for lack interest and concentration. Bladder 
trouble and local irritation are often the cause 
immorality and juvenile delinquency. 
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Emotional Life 


Perhaps the side child life least understood 
the average parent that the emotions. Yet 
who possesses insight for the workings chil- 
dren’s emotions, possesses the magic key their 
inner lives, their very souls. Emotions are 
intimately related our instincts. Over-develop- 
ment certain instincts; their precocious, retarded 
disjointed appearance; their 
pression any other unnatural deflection from the 
usual course their development cause emotional 
upsets. Many these are but passing nature 
and, they will adjust themselves without inter- 
ference, are unimportant. Others are serious and far- 
reaching their consequences. You must learn 
to: discriminate. Unless difficulties are 
adjusted, strange warpings the physical well 
the mental and moral life the child will result. 
There are several distinct ages periods every 
person’s life when such upsets are particularly apt 
crop out. Irregularities the sex instincts are 
especially dangerous. 


Periodic Development 


should all recognize these more less dis- 
tinct stages development through which children 
pass. are several stretching growth periods 
when your child seems shoot amazingly fast. 
These have definite course and are followed 
periods rest, re-adjustment structural 
and organic development. There are periods when 
child especially imitative, when should 
normally have imaginary companions, when can 
acquire easily several different languages the 
same time, when imbued with the gang and 
nomad spirit, and great variety. the 
student child study these are well-defined periods 
regular occurrence which are found 
practically all healthy children. 

Each stage has its set special instincts which 
mature that time, rising out the unconscious 
life the child into his more less conscious being. 
These instincts bring with them definite physical and 
mental reactions. our childhood and early youth 
each seems live through the whole gamut 
human experience from earliest times the height 
our present complex civilization. True, 
not actually live over again the life our ancestry 
they did, but our way responding the world 
about first crude and primitive and gradually 
becomes more comprehensive grow older. The 
development our instincts keeps pace with this 


re-enactment human experience. Our mental 
processes follow similar trend. the light this 
conception easy realize that our children 
not have miniature adults, with the same feel- 
ings, the same comprehension, the same interests, 
the same ideals our own. must recall our 
own childhood place ourselves harmony with 
the child world. are only too apt expect 
the child live live and immediately un- 
derstand understand the most advanced 
thought our times. 


From Birth Six Years 


one time child just human animal with 
desires for food, for creature comforts, for recogniz- 
ing the world about him the simple use taste, 
touch, and smell, for possession objects through 
the expedient just helping himself, etc., just 
animal does. For him property rights and other 
rules society not exist. violates them 
does without any thought viciousness guile. 
punish him for such absurd. This 
period begins birth and continues its more 
marked features six years. 


Six Twelve Years 


Later develops those traits which distinguish 
him from other animals. This the time when 
can most readily learn several languages, when 
can memorize easily, when lives much the 
realm imagination and has imaginary compan- 
ions. personifies everything, tree, stone, 
cow, whatever strikes his passing fancy. 
the time when fairy tales are very real him and 
when his mind attuned the minds those 
ancient peoples who wove beautiful myths about 
the forces nature and the entire host good and 
bad human traits. This period usually fills the next 
six years. 


Pubescence 


Then approaches the pubescent period, rela- 
tively short but tremendously important and criti- 
cal stage. this time his sex instincts begin 
unfold. 
ship. becomes hunter, warrior, Buffalo 
Bill. just teems with vigorous activity. 
resents restraint and quite apt run away from 
home seek his fortune and wider field action. 
begins realize his individuality, especially his 
sex individuality. deliberately avoids girls and 


Now full adventure and hero wor- 
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not all averse express utter disdain for the 
opposite sex. begins develop strong and what 
parents are very apt call convictions 
and beliefs his own abilities. This period covers 
roughly the ages from twelve fifteen years. 


Adolescence 

Finally enters upon his adolescence. 
time re-adjustment between childhood and ma- 
turity. comprises the years between fifteen and 
eighteen twenty. time great inner up- 
heaval,—mental, emotional, and physical. Creative 
forces every sort seethe within him and seek 
outlet. takes wise parent indeed guide his 
boy girl safely through this dangerous age. The 
safety valve plenty physical and manual exer- 
cise; vigorous games and sports; good companion- 
ship and the avoidance too sedentary occupations. 
Adolescence, without safety valve, the most fer- 
tile age for mental aberrations, for insanity, for all 
degrees crime. What pubescence was merely 
impersonation favorite heroes, adolescence be- 
comes irresponsible action personally experience 
direct means all that forbidden. 
and consideration consequences are cast aside. 
does not hesitate steal, burn, commit 
sex crimes even murder. 


Parental Guidance 

parents, our duty understand what 
lies before our children they pass from one age 
the next and wise guidance forestall all the 
dangers and develop all the constructive powers 
they well out the depths. Safeguard each 
child from the disruption which the volcanic forces 
threaten. Fortify against the inner emotional 
storms that will soon brewing. more than 
adult monitor: become your child’s companion, his 
chum and confidant. Invite his trust you be- 
ing frank and generous with him. not arbitra- 
rily censure his every act condemn his youthfully 
immature ideas. You, through restraint, have be- 
come conventional, stereotyped; fresh, full 
untried courage, overloaded with ideas. Give him 
opportunity; give him room. is, after all, 
who keeps the world young and who, breaking 
down the barriers precedent, makes for progress 
the new generation over the old. Respect his 
personality and the light your greater experie 
ence help him tactfully over the rough places. You 
have lost him forever you seek force him 
what. you, through mistaken ambition, believe 
ought become. 


Companionship 

not choose for him, but throw him the way 
good companions. Instead restricting, en- 
courage him seek the society others than your- 
self and the family. Have him rub elbows with the 
world,—his world, the child’s world. Have him 
play. Through play gains self-expression, self- 
control, force. Even when quite young, send him 
the public playground. 

word about such public playgrounds—they 
should exist every neighborhood center. They 
should supervised but not regulated too many 
restrictions and adult suggestions. There should 
responsible, competent, and sympathetic adult 
charge prevent disorder and inspire, but not 
restrict the free play the individual the groups. 
Such supervisor should not insist upon formal 
unwished-for games. 


Play 

The playground the best school for the future 
citizen. Here the child learns respect the rights 
others, discover that his playmates also have 
ideas which may clash with his own, become 
play according understood rules which the chil- 
dren themselves have adopted, respect the code 
for conduct underlying his sufferance member 
good standing with his fellows. All these are funda- 
mental ideas which carries with him through life 
and which will make him valuable member any 
adult social group. 


Parental Opportunity 


Having the respect and confidence your boy 
girl, not cheat the child, you may have been 
cheated, out true conception future parental 
responsibilities. when quite young can 
grasp some nature’s great lessons renewing the 
plant and animal kingdoms from year year and 
from generation generation. With this basis, 
teach him the beauty and the sacredness human 
creation. not afraid tactfully unfold him 
the source his own being the reverence with 
which must regard womankind. Rest assured 
that will learn surreptitiously and ugly, dis- 
torted form what you may wish refuse tell be- 
cause false modesty. 


Sex Education 


not besmirch your own parenthood shrink- 
ing from disgusting plague from giving simple 
tactful answer your child’s perfectly natural and 
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innocent questions his birth. not invent 
ridiculous stories about storks, doctors’ 
mysterious messengers, cabbages, and what not! 
whom, not you, shall the child turn? Your 
tacit cowardice will only undermine his respect for 
your wisdom and your honesty, and has many time 
aroused the ill-concealed contempt children who 
have already gained lewd form the knowledge 
which you alone can impart all its beauty and 
holiness. 

course, you must use judgment and tact 
deciding just how and what information best 
impart answer given question. This requires 
reflection and preparation. important point is, 
however, that you decide your parental duty 
and then plan definite course through which you 
will enlighten your child completely upon the whole 
question procreation. The method and amount 
explanation you give from time time depend 
upon yourself and the ripeness your child’s mind. 
Again repeat, not fear that you will mis- 
judged. Your own self-respect will increase and the 
love and confidence you will awaken your child 
this courageous course will more than repay for 
the struggle for self-expression which this test will 
have cost you. And realize that your action 
you have undoubtedly saved your child from his 
greatest 

Perhaps what this saving means will felt 
its full force only those who already, through 
their own neglect, have lost one their dear ones, 
now finding but ugly physical and mental wreck 


even loathesome rake where once they had 


confiding, innocent son daughter. What ad- 
vise intended not only for your sons; applies 
even more the enlightenment and for the protec- 
tion your daughters. 


The Parent 


One the frequent causes which wean your 
child’s trust and confidence from you and which robs 
you opportunity his closest confidant 
what might call your attitude; that 
attitude which impels you ever say 
whatever does. Nagging, scolding, punishing 
every turn, threatening most impossible visita- 
tions are all open confession your short temper 
your inability cope with your child. Such 
attitude but arouses his resentment and resistance. 
You are very apt led into this habit through 
having forgotten your own childhood and through 
expecting him things you would not yourself. 


Perhaps you resort corporal punishment, again 
not realizing that while you may have the physical 
strength and parental prerogative, you have not 
very strong logical moral position must 
bolstered such crude expedient physical 
force.

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Kindergarten Methods Applied the Beginnings 
Number Work 


Margaret Holmes, Kindergarten Extension Classes, Public Schools, New York City 


the kindergarten the children have many oppor- 

tunities acquire slight knowledge num- 
ber. This work incidental and not the primary 
object any exercise. not until the child 
reaches the first grade that number work becomes 
for him conscious school subject and very often 
formal subject not connected with his other school 
work. 

This brief outline attempt show how the 
number work the first grade may given with- 
out any formal drill and how may correlated 
with his other school interests. 

The object should arouse the child 
consciousness the need knowledge num- 
ber and desire have this knowledge. There- 
fore, when begin counting should count for 
some definite purpose interest the class. 
may counting the boys and girls that the at- 
tendance may written correctly the black- 
board; the monitors may count the number pencils 
papers they need for their groups; objects 
interest the class may counted. Special atten- 
tion should given during the hand work period, the 
first week two the term, see that the children 
use materials that necessary for them count, 
and the this way quickly discover the 
children who need given more opportunities 
for practice. 

far have carried only what has been 
already begun the kindergarten but with the dif- 
ference that the kindergarten the work was inci- 
dental and now must compulsory, that is, 
every child must definitely aided acquire this 
knowledge. The first big new step the ability 
read and write the number symbols. Again, our 
first object must awaken interest these 
symbols.

The teacher should careful hold 
them responsible for greater and greater degree 
accuracy. 

With number work begun this way shall 
have foundation that will make possible for the 
children acquire later quick response more 
formal arithmetic. realize that the funda- 
mental operations arithmetic should mastered 
such way that they are automatic the response 
they bring from the children. Nevertheless, the 
beginnings number are laid concrete, practi- 
cal basis the response will come more 
readily and less time. 

Teachers who have followed this method 
that the only criticism they have received from 
the second-year teachers that the work the 


second year has all been covered. This natural 


method introducing number without doubt leads 
the children progress beyond the usual standard 
for first grade children and the same time elim- 
inates formal drill lessons.

Ball Hearts 
Material: 

pieces white paper, 4”. 

piece red white cord, 20” long. 

Fold white papers short diameters. Place 
pattern with dotted edge the fold and trace. 
Cut out the traced line. Cut three these 
white hearts. Fold red papers one diameter. 
the same manner use pattern cut six red 
hearts. Paste red heart each two white 
hearts. The folds will aid placing the hearts. 
Place these two hearts together with the red hearts 
the outside. Slip the third white heart between 
the other two. Punch two holes shown 
Place ends cord together. Put the loop end 
double cord down through hole through hole 
down through hole Slip the long ends 
double cord through the loop and adjust the string 
hold the hearts securely. Paste the four red 
hearts between the leaves the white hearts. Make 
the leaves radiate evenly from the center and the 
ball complete. 


Wheel Hearts 
Material: 

piece tag board light weight pasteboard 

piece white colored cord, long. 

pieces colored paper, 1%”, 

pieces thin colored paper, 6”. 

Fold eight pieces colored paper one diam- 
eter. Place pattern with dotted edge folds. 
Trace and cut the eight hearts. the two strips 
are used instead eight pieces, fold each strip 
the short diameter. Leave folded and fold again. 
Fold once more. Place the dotted line pattern 
the one single fold, trace and cut. This cuts 


four hearts from each strip with one cutting. Paste 
four hearts side circle. Mark center 
circle. Place two dots opposite sides center 
circle and about apart (see 7). Pierce the 
board with needle these two points. Thread 
cord large eyed needle. Draw cord through 
the two holes and tie the ends. Slip wheel middle 
cord. Now your wheel ready spin. Put 
one two fingers loop ends cord. cord 
almost straight and whirl wheel toward you few 
times. Tighten string holding hands farther 
apart and the wheel turns. When wheel almost 
stops relax string little and will twist again. 
Chain Hearts 

piece red cord, 36” long. 

Fold the eight pieces white paper one 
diameter. Trace pattern each paper, placing 
dotted line the fold. Cut the line. With 
red crayon print one letter each heart give 
the message LOVE YOU. The folds the hearts 
will aid placing the letters (see Thread the 
cord large eyed needle and string the hearts 
the order the message (see 4). 


Valentine Blotter 
Material: 

pieces thin manila white paper, 4”. 

Place pasteboard ruler strip pasteboard 
wide the short edge the colored paper and draw 
line across the paper. Repeat opposite short 
edge. Place blotting paper colored paper between

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Post Office Project the Kindergarten

was the week before Valentine’s Day and the 
interest the children for the 
centered about the postman and the valentines 
would bring. ‘This, then, was the subject chosen 
serve basis for the work the kindergarten. 
The children discussed the valentines they had 
previously received and the ones they intended 
sending, their experiences with the postman and 
the sending and receiving mail general. They 
recalled the valentine box the year before and the 
child who played postman, that this time the 
teacher suggested the turning their playhouse 
into regular post office knowing that, with 
definite project about which center the work 
and motivate it, the interest the children could 
easily won, their best efforts would called 
forth, and the best results would obtained. 

The playhouse had just been finished and the 
children welcomed definite with it. 
was constructed orange crates placed end with 
the open parts facing inward. crates formed 
the length, three the width, and two the height, 
with spaces left for large window and door the 
front and small window the back. The door 
was made light framework covered with heavy 
cardboard. The crates were fastened together with 
strips the top and bottom and the sides were made 
separate that the whole could taken apart 
and moved easily. make stable screw eyes 
were put the upper corners that the sides 
could tied together with light rope, which did 
not show with the roof on, and the casing above the 
door was nailed the adjoining side with one nail. 
The extra heavy reddish brown paper, with which 
the outside the whole playhouse was covered, 
was tacked four narrow boards and laid across 
the top. This made satisfactory roof which 
could folded and removed desired. 

The house was made that could easily 
changed suit any occasion. make servicea- 
ble store, counter was added which could 
fastened out the way like wall table when 
not use. The movable walls made possible 
turn the structure outside-in that the plain 
paper formed suitable walls for room 
decorated and furnished room house. 


make the playhouse into post office, the 
children, with the help the teacher, fitted large 
piece cardboard over the larger window which 
three openings were cut for letter slots. these 
openings slides were adjusted which carried the 
mail large boxes arranged the inside. 
sign “POST OFFICE,” made with letters cut 
the children from black paper and pasted 
was tacked over the door 
“STAMPS” was placed over the rear window. 

make the project more realistic and wider 
scope, the post office was arranged that the chil- 
dren the other grades could post valentines and 
send them any one the building. The valen- 
tine boxes, sub-stations, called them, 
the other rooms kept the post office from being over- 
abundantly supplied with mail.

mail valentine the children had buy 


stamp red gummed paper with two cents cut 
from paper, and had have properly addressed 
with the person’s name and grade. One the older 
boys helped out watching see that all mail 
was addressed properly. For the sake conven- 
ience there were three different slots for the mail 
marked, “DOWNSTAIRS,” 
The post office was open 
during the half hour before school the morning 
and again the afternoon, when the most capable 
kindergarten children took turns postmaster and 
selling stamps. Those with less ability had 
opportunity serve that capacity other times 
when the children posted the valentines which they 
themselves had made. 

Wednesday went excursion the real 
post office, each section separately, and noted the proc- 
esses through which the letters passed. After examin- 
ing the things could see outside—the letter slot, 
the larger place for packages, the stamp window, 
and the writing desks—we wrote short note and 
addressed one the children present. Then 
one the children bought stamp, another pasted 
on, and still another posted the letter. Next 


went behind the partition and saw just where 
our letter had dropped and just what happened 
it. The men kindly carried the letter had 
posted through the various processes, make 
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all clear possible the children, and even 
lent discarded number pin our postman’s 
cap. the discussion the excursion the 
following day found that every child could talk 
intelligently about the things had seen. 

Friday the valentines were sorted and deliv- 
ered imitation the way was done the real 
post office. The valentines addressed the chil- 
dren the grades were sorted first and the com- 
partments the crates used for pigeonholes. The 
teacher, necessity, had bear the brunt the 
sorting, but the children assisted, few time, 
each having charge one two pigeonholes 
and putting the mail them the teacher handed 
him, designating the grade. After the sorting 
postman, dressed gray-blue cap construction 
paper and carrying bag, delivered the mail the 
different rooms and put their boxes. Then 
the kindergarten mail was sorted into four com- 
partments—morning boys and morning girls, after- 
noon boys and afternoon girls—and distributed. 


The working out this project proved very 
interesting and instructive the children. The 
play post office motivated the entire work for some 
time all phases the kindergarten curriculum, 
even the songs, and aroused such keen interest 
the subject that the children thought and talked 
almost nothing else kindergarten and home. 
was something concrete upon which they could 
build give expression and definite shape their 
thoughts and ideas, and make clear their conceptions. 
Through the interest generated and the wide 
range experiences which led, enabled the 
children gain knowledge they would not other- 
wise have been likely acquire until much later 
and extended the horizon their world. also 
gave excellent opportunity for the children 
work part group and learn the essences 
good citizenship. These are the aims education 
general and the work with this project was 
successful that itself proved the practical value 
project work.

Kindergarten Made Part Cal- 
ifornia School System 


CALIFORNIA has always been 
among the leading states kin- 
dergarten work. Under the pres- 
ent law, any board education 
required establish public 
kindergarten whenever the parents 
twenty-five more children be- 
tween the ages four and one half 
and six years, residing within one 
mile any school building the 
district, petition for it. However 
part the state county 
school funds can used for kin- 
dergartens. The law authorizes 
special district kindergarten tax 
not exceed cents each one 
hundred dollars valuation 
the assessment roll. 

Under this existing law the kin- 
dergartens California are dis- 
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trict schools. They are not rec- 
ognized state schools are the 
elementary and the high schools. 
All this will now changed. 
‘On November the voters Cal- 
ifornia adopted amendment 
the Constitution which the kin- 
dergarten made part the 
State School System. This con- 
stitutional provision certain

The amendment, adopted, 
also provides that hereafter the 
state shall contribute out its 
treasury toward the support the 
public schools amount which 
shall not less than $30 per pu- 
pil average daily attendance 
the elementary and high schools, 
and that the counties must raise 
addition least $30 per pupil 
average daily attendance the 
elementary schools and least 
$60 per pupil average daily at- 
tendance the high schools. 

The amendment also provides 
that all the school moneys con- 
tributed the state, and per 
cent the school moneys raised 
the county, must used for 
the payment teachers’ salaries. 
With the moneys provided this 
amendment, California will able 
establish state-wide mini- 
mum salary fully $1,300 year.
